Northweſtſide,neereto Merzey, an arme of the Ocean, 
in many old records of this countie, is called the Forreſt 
of Mare monidiam, but is beſt knowne, and hath been 
yery auncientlie called by the name formetlie men- 
tioned. 

Giue me leaue a little to deſcribe vnto you the ſame 
Forreſt, becauſe in it-is the Well whereof I intrearte. 
Thereare about the middeſtof the Forreſt certaine rui- 
nous walles of ſtone, ſome incloſures, and the prints of 
an auncient ſituation, which as well common report of 
the countrie,as alſo the teſtimonies of the beſt writers of 


+ Englands antiquities doe affirme to haue been a Citie 


(and it ſhould ſeeme indeede to haue been a walled 


- Towne)there founded and built by Eadelfedaa Queene , 


of Merceland : and the place to this day is called Eadeſ 


 burie,whereof the whole hundred (beingaſeuenth part” 


of the ſhire) reteyneth ſtill the name. 
The Borrou oh or Towne beingſnow vtterly decaied 
and gone; thereremaineth onely vpon the top of the vt- 
moſt height within that ſituation, a proper built lodge, 
called the Chamber, and hath been for the moſt part 


maintained and inhabited bya famous race of Gentle-} 


men (the Dones) of whome for certaine hundreds of 
yeares, Knights and Squires of that ſurname (hauing 
ſtillby inheritance been mafters of the game orchiefe 
Forreſters there) haucleft good remembrances of their 
worthes and great reputation to all poſteritie-: and is 
now poſlefled by a worſhiptull Gentleman, 704n Done 
Eſquire : whom theratherI am bolde here by name to 
mention, becauſe of his charitable diſpoſition and 
gentlemanlike furtherance of the benefit of this Welk,to 
therelicte ofall ſorts of people that ſeeke tor __— it. 
bout 
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of the ne found VVel. 

- Aboutamileand halfe from the chamber toward the 
Southweſt ſide of the forreſt is fituate theNewfound YVel. 
All the Weſterly and Southerly fide of the forreſt is 
mountanous, and full of vaſte vneuen hilles, ſcattringly 
beautified with many Okes ( yet moſt of them ſhrubby 
and of low growth)and not fewe queaches 8&thicks of 
Hull and Hauthornes, the hils themſelues for the moſt 
part diſtinguiſhed by galles and gutters made by waters 
falling from ſprings andother places, which in continu- . 
anceof time haye worneatid eaten deepe paſſages. 

 Intheſideof one of theſe hilles, whoſe declining ly- 
eth almoſt full ypon the North and North-eaſt, ariſeth 
the ſpring, head, and fountaine it ſcife now called the 


New foand Well : the ſame inſenſibly iNuing from firme 


ground atthe roote or foote of aſhrubbie hull or hollin- 
rree, yetſoas the ſame hull ſtanding at the South-weſt 
corner of the Well there is ſome twentie inches diſtance 


betweene them. « (33 5! 

The Well or Ceſternebeing bordered with-three or 
foure flagge ſtones ( as the compaſſe of it without brea- 
king any earth about it would giue leaue)is almoſt foure 
{quare,conteyning South and North about zo. inches, 
Weſt and Eaſtabout 26. inches. | 

Whetherthe Spring iſſue vpright from the bottome, 
orfrom the oneſide,or fromal lices. itisnot perceiued. 
I rather iudge it comes at the Southfide ( which is the 
backe of it,and beares againſt the deſcent of the hill.) If 
it ſhould bubble forth at the bottome ( as in many other 
Welles Thaueſcene ) this water being ſo cleare it might 
beeafily perceiued, eſpecially the Spring being free, and 
yeelding continuall ifſue in a good proportion. 


I haue ſeene indeed many orderly Springes farre ex- 
ccede

ceede itin ſtrength and bigneſleof guſh, yet haue I'not 


known any tokeepea more certain and vniforme courſe, 
nor deliuer. his water in fo cloſe and ynpercciueable 
manner, as this Well doth. 

_ Theforceorſtreame which the Spring is well able to 
maintaine, is about ſo much wateras you may imagine 


would continually runneat fulthrough a pipe or tronke, 


whoſe concaue or hollow were three or foure inches 
compaſle.

The deſcent of the hillbeneath the Well Northward is 
ſteepe, andthe waſte water falling North from the foun- 
taine hath both of it owne courſe, and ſhortly mcetin 
with ſome other rilles, worne the ground to a great hol.

more beneath the fountaine, there are by that meanes 
two ſmall lakes or pooles, wherein poore people, when 
they are diſpoſed,do batheand waſh themſelues. Which 
pooles though they be verie vnfit for that purpoſe, being 
verie vahandſomely, thicke & muddy with the clay and 
ſoyle of theearth, yetthey ſhew the fitneſſe and com- 
modious means how ceſternesor ſome handſomeproui- 
ſions mightbe made, either open or cloſe, for thepeople 
of all ſortesto vſe their beſt benefit, and thatſs farre 
from the head of the Spring, and ſo much beneath the 
bodie and ſeateof the Sanvineie ſelfe, that there were
